VBT gets $572,336 reimbursement for public safety workers

“T 
was pleased the state has allocated funds 
for our front-line heroes.” 

“We’ve now been reimbursed from the 
state in receiving $572,336 to help offset 
the cost of payroll and fringe expenditures 
for front-line workers who have performed 
hazardous duty and experienced physical 
hardship related to COVID-19,” said 
Director of Public Safety Greg Laurain.

Sumpter attorney reaches out to

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Zoom Court Watching 
Competency exams set 


for defendant in four 
Sumpter Twp. murders

34" District Court Judge Tina Brooks 
Green approved setting competency exams 
for Raymond Lee Bailey, 37, of Wyandotte 
who is charged with four murders in 
Sumpter Township on Aug. 15. 

This is expected to delay Bailey’s case by 
from six to eight weeks. 

Bailey is in the Wayne County Jail 
with no bond for the shooting deaths of 
two men and two women, all cousins, in 
a Martinsville Road home: Laura Tanner, 
Sarah Grupa, Neil Sampson, and Forrest 
Sampson. 

He is charged with four counts of first- 
degree murder and four counts of felony 
firearm. 

On Sept. 16, 35 people watched his 
Zoom probable cause conference at the 34" 
District Court. 

Appointed defense attorney Sharon Clark 
Woodside said Bailey intended to retain 
counsel, but Judge Green noted there is 
no notice of any attorney filing as attorney 
of record in the file. She said there is 
voluminous discovery. 

“I paid an attorney $1,000 and he spoke 
with me for ten minutes. That was it,” 
said Bailey by Zoom from the jail. “I had 
an understanding I could have a retained 
lawyer.” 

Judge Green asked if the attorney was 
retained. 

Bailey said, “Yes, I had a lawyer and they 
said I ran out of time. I was denied my right 
to my attorney.” 

Judge Green admonished Bailey for 
talking so much and said it was a simple 
question. Yes or no. Does he have a 
retained attorney? 

“I’m going to mute you if you don’t stop 
talking,” Judge Green said and Bailey 
replied, “I never had a voice anyway. Mute 
me and do whatever you wish.” 

Judge Green said the defendant was 
arraigned on Aug. 19 and it’s almost 60 
days later. There is no retained attorney in 
the file and she does not want to delay. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Tara Hindelang said she spoke to defense 
attorney Ali Hammoud the day before and 
he said he would not file until payment is 
made. If it is not made, he would not file an 
appearance. 

Judge Green said she wants to proceed 
with this case and can’t wait for the 
possibility there’s going to be a payment or 
an attorney sometime. 

She said she will proceed with the 
presumption that Woodside will be the 
attorney on this case. Woodside asked to be

put in a Zoom breakout room with Bailey 
and Judge Green did so. 

When Woodside came out of the break, 
she said, “He’s a little frustrated, ‘cause he 
can’t... I probably will represent him for a 
while. Could I have a few more minutes? 
The breakout room session died.” 

After coming out of her second brief 
conference with Bailey, Woodside said 
she spoke with Bailey during a jail visit 
and, “I think I should refer Mr. Bailey for 
a criminal responsibility for this matter.” 
She said she had reviewed 100 pages of the 
discovery. 

She also said she would like him 
referred for waiver of Miranda and for 
responsibility and competency — “all of 
it.” Prosecutor Hindelang said there is a 
Miranda statement on video. 

Judge Green spoke to Bailey saying they 
will have a psychiatrist come and talk to 
him and asked if he understood. He did not 
reply. 

“He’s choosing not to speak to me and 
that’s OK,” Judge Green said. 

Bailey said, “You’re going in and out 
and I’m not hearing you,” referring to the 
Zoom connection. 

Defense attorney Woodside told Bailey 
she would come down to the jail later that 
day to see him, if she can. 

Prosecutor Hindelang said she would 
transfer all the discovery directly to 
the forensic center to make sure it has 
everything. 

Judge Green said there is no date for the 
next court session. She said when she gets 
the report back, she’ll give a date. She said 
the court office will put a control date on 
the case and track it.

charged with armed robbery and assault 


with a dangerous weapon (felonious 
assault) on Jan. 22 in Van Buren Township. 
Cash bond was set at $50,000 and then on 
April 1 lowered to $10,000 cash or surety 
and bond was posted and he was released 
with a tether. 

A live preliminary exam had been 
scheduled for Sept. 9 before Judge Oakley 
and then postponed until Sept. 21. Then, 
because Sept. 21 was not a good date for 
defense attorney Brandy Robinson who 
was tied up at the Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice that day, it was reset to Oct. 7. 
Defendant Tabb also was in the Lenawee 
County Jail, so a writ for him to be brought 
to court had to be generated. 

Joseph Raymond Cox 
The live preliminary exam for Joseph 
Raymond Cox, 37, of Van Buren Township 
has been adjourned until Oct. 7. He is 
charged with receiving and concealing 
stolen property worth $20,000 or more and 
larceny of $20,000 or more on Oct. 31, 
2019 in Van Buren Township. He is free on 
$2,000 personal bond.

saying they didn’t know of any missing 
funds. 

“Tt was pretty unanimous,” Young said of 
the response. 

“I was hoping to get information so 
I could go to the next step,” Young said, 
reaching out to the public to give him 
information on missing funds. 

He said he would turn any information 
over to the Sumpter Police Department 
or the Michigan State Police. He said he 
would reach out to letter-writer Jim Clark 
that week. 

Young said he did not read Clark’s article. 

“Those who work here know the 
allegations are false,’ said Supervisor 
Morgan. “But we cannot ignore that they 
have been made and must investigate ... 
Take the next step as you see fit,” he said 
to Young. 

“Im looking forward to your report 
on Mr. Clark,” said Trustee Tim Rush, a 
candidate for reelection. 

In other business at the Sept. 14 meeting, 
the board: 

e Went into closed-door session to discuss 
upcoming labor union negotiations with 
the American Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employees (AFSCME).

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Belleville City Council hires Verna Chapman as new clerk/treasurer

Verna Chapman, who has been working 
for the City of Birmingham, will begin 
duties as the new city clerk/treasurer in 
Belleville in a few weeks.

She said Chapman is highly qualified. 

Kobylarz said she and Councilman Tom 
Fielder interviewed Chapman and never 
got any negative information. 

She said Pifer Investigations is finalizing 
the background check. 

“I would like to have her on my team,” 


Kobylarz said. 

Councilman Fielder said Chapman even 
handled cemetery records, which the 
Belleville clerk position also handles. 

They said Chapman told them that she 
feels she can leave Birmingham because 
they have four other people qualified to do 
the job. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said a copy of 
Chapman’s resume was sent to all the 
council members and Chapman is “ready 
to hit the ground running ... The timing 
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couldn’t be better.” 

Councilman Ken Voigt made the motion 
to approve the appointment and the council 
voted unanimously to approve. Then, 
council members cheered. 

Chapman, who was present by Zoom, 
said she was excited and anxious to get 
started. 

Kobylarz at first said she would be 
expected the next morning, but then 
laughed and said, “I’ll see you in a few 
weeks.” 


City Council accepts MMRMA grant for police bumper guards

A $1,455 MMRMA grant for bumper 
guards and pit bars to protect the front 
ends of three police cars was accepted by 
the Belleville City Council at Monday’s 

regular meeting by Zoom. 
Police Chief Dave Robinson said he found 


it was under $3,000 for equipment for the 
three vehicles, at $2,910. He wrote a grant 
for that amount and got a 50% grant from 
the Michigan Municipal Risk Management 
Authority Risk Avoidance Program. 

The council action included approval of 
the purchase of the equipment and a budget 
amendment to provide for the $1,455 
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matching funds. Chief Robinson will 
use funds saved by not filling the second 
allocated part-time police position until 
after Jan. 1. 

The three existing police units to get the 
equipment are cars 217,218, and 218A. 

The equipment purchased is three 2020 
Utility Interceptor Push Bumpers at a cost 
of $350 each and three Pit Bars Elite 2020 
for Interceptor Utility at $390 each plus 
three 23.5” Solid Center Channels at $30 
each and labor of $200 per car to install it 
all. The pit bars are for pit maneuvers. 

The equipment and installation is 
through Williams Emergency Vehicles & 
Equipment in Canton. 

Interim City Manager Tracey Schultz 
Kobylarz also announced public safety 
personnel and front-line workers will get a 
$1,000 bonus each by Sept. 30 because of 
a grant. “We applied for $27,000 and got 
$27,000,” she said, noting this is for police 
and on-call fire fighters. 

In other business in Monday’s one-hour 
meeting, the council: 

e Heard Mayor Kerreen Conley read a 
proclamation presented by Barbara Rogalle 
Miller of the League of Women Voters 
that recognizes the centennial of the 19" 
Amendment and founding of the League. 
The council members will come in to city 
hall to sign the document; 

e Approved Councilwoman Kelly Bates’ 
plan to recognize 48111 veterans by 
hanging their pictures on the downtown 
lamp posts similar to the way high school 
graduates were honored last summer. 
The first 35 residents that register, at $30 
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each, up to Oct. 15 will be put up through 
the end of November. Funds raised will 
go to repair the veterans’ memorial. 
Councilwoman Bates can be reached at 
council @bellevilleonthelake.com; 

e Approved extending DORA (Designated 
Outdoor Refreshment Area) dates of 
operation through the end of November to 
be consistent with the State of Michigan 
dates. John Winter of Egan’s Pub said no 
kind of shelter is allowed by the state and 
he’s trying to get word from the state on 
allowing something to block the wind; 

e Approved the Knights of Columbus 
Tootsie Roll Drive fund raiser on Oct. 10, 
11, and 12 at Five Points; 

e Approved accepting the CLCT grant 
of $5,000 to offset costs having to do 
with the election, “Ensuring the residents 
of Belleville can vote and vote properly,” 
said Interim City Manager Tracey Schultz 
Kobylarz. She announced she is now 
certified to be an election clerk and spent a 
full nine-and-a-half hours on data entry for 
the absentee voters, “and, I’m only through 
M.” She thanked Van Buren Township 
Deputy Clerk Joanne Montgomery for 
coming over the previous Tuesday to make 
sure the AV ballots were mailed out to the 
military on time. She said the Redford 
Township clerk is coming on Tuesday to 
help her with data entry. She said neither 
of them charged for their services. She 
said the city’s new clerk will start Sept. 
28. Kobylarz asked for help of council 
members to come in on Sept. 23 or 24 to 
help put ballots in envelopes for mailing; 

e Approved allowing Stacey Davis of Van 
Buren Township, mother of a player on 
the Belleville High School football team, 
to conduct fund raising at Five Points on 
Oct. 3 to benefit team members. Davis 
explained before the meeting started that 
the BHS team is sponsored by Adidas and 
has to wear all Adidas. She said that is 
expensive and they need bottled water, face 
masking, and food. Mothers used to cook 
for the team before games, but that is no 
longer allowed. Mayor Conley suggested 
she present a list of needs so people can 
adopt a kid. Davis said they no longer sell 
the Gold cards to earn money because the 
restaurants can’t support it now and ticket 
sales are down and they can’t do raffles. 
She was looking for ideas for fund-raising 
for the team. Fire Chief Brian Loranger

City of Belleville Proclamation 
in celebration of the 
Centennial Commemoration 
of the 19** Amendment 


Whereas, the fight for women’s suffrage, 
from the first women’s rights convention to 
enfranchisement, lasted more than 72 years, 
with women from all walks of life, political 
views and demographic backgrounds asking 
for the right to voice their opinions at the 
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polls; and 

Whereas, women advocated for the right 
to vote and suffragists nationwide turned to 
public education and persuasion; and 

Whereas, suffragists pushed for a single 
constitutional amendment, granting female 
suffrage on the federal level, dubbed the 
Susan B. Anthony Amendment; and 

Whereas, President Woodrow Wilson 

showed his support for suffrage considering 
women’s contributions during World War |;

Whereas, it took male allies to support 
women in their endeavor to vote, for it 
was sons, husbands and fathers who 
heard the calls of women and the House 
of Representatives voted on May 21, 1919 
followed by the Senate on June 4, 1919, and 
Michigan was one of the original 36 states to 
ratify the 19* Amendment on June 10, 1919 
making it the law of the land on August 26,

At a 91-minute Zoom meeting Sept. 
9, the Van Buren Township Planning 
Commission postponed approvals of the 
Clover Communities senior apartment 
plans and set a public hearing for Sept. 
23 on the proposed amendments to the 
RM zoning ordinance to make way for 
Scott Jones’ development next to Sandy’s 
Marina. 

Beth Ernat of Clover Communities,

The VBT Board of Zoning 
Appeals had turned down the original plan 
for mostly hardie plank.

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VBT Planners postpone apartments approval, set public hearing 


The BZA did approve 40 garages for the 
project, all with wall separations. They are 
actual garages with moveable doors and 
with a regular door in the rear. They will 
be 51% brick and 49% hardieplank cement 
fiber. 

Vidya Krishnan, planning consultant from 
McKenna, said the legal advertisement for 
the public hearing for this project cites 
the exact square footage and this change 
would make the notice invalid. 

Dan Power, director of planning and 
economic development, said there are still 
adjustments to be made and modifications 
could be made inside the building to keep 
the same footprint. 

He suggested renoticing and revisiting 
the project at a later date before approval. 

When Matt Best, director of public 
services, asked where the 44 feet would be, 
Ernat said they need to find 44 additional 
feet and it could be eight feet to the north 
and 14 to the south. She said they could 
have an increase in one wall of 20 feet with 
no substantive changes and their engineers 
are working on it. 

Krishnan recommended having the 
engineers prepare new drawings and bring 
them back to the planning commission. 

Director Best said Krishnan is citing the 
rules, but it is the planning commission’s 
decision. 

Director Power recommended postponing 
action to give his department a chance to 
see the changes and they may be able to 
bring it back to the commission without 
republishing. They may have a creative 
solution, he said. He urged them to bring 
it back to the township as soon as possible. 

He said it was inadvisable to take action 
at that meeting. 

After a brief discussion, the commission 
voted unanimously to postpone action on 
Clover Communities’ special land use 
request and its request for preliminary site 
plan approval. 

Multiple Dwelling Residential District 

Amendments 

The commission discussed proposed 
amendments to the township’s RM - 
Multiple Dwelling Residential district, to 
make way for Scott Jones’ free-standing 
condominiums on the lake. 

A public hearing has been set for Sept. 23. 

The proposed amendments would allow 
single-family detached dwellings at a 
density of 6-7 units per acre as a permitted 
land use by right in the RM, Multiple 
Dwelling Residential District. The changes 
would be to permitted uses and dimension 
regulations. 

Krishnan explained the “Edge” dwellings 
and the “Interior” dwellings in the 
amendments. The Edge dwelling would be 
7,200 square feet with a 60 foot front lot 
width and the Interior dwellings would be 
6,300 square feet, with a 45 foot front lot 
width. 

The Edge dwellings could be seen from the 
street and neighboring parcels and would 
appear as a normal subdivision. Interior
